of the city. 

They attacked not only the police stations 
and the residences of the customs and other 
Japanese officials, but the great commercial 
houses. m 


Rioters Use Kerosene. 
The worst feature of the ridting was the 


appearance of hundreds of incendiaries. 


From some unknown source the mob had pro- 
cured large quantities of keroséne. The oil 


they used in saturating police kiosks and 


stations before setting them on fire. 

In some cases where the police boxes were 
surrounded by troops scores of men in the 
mob would saturate their, hats with oil, set 
fire to them, and throw, hem Into the light, 
inflammable wooden" buildings, setting them 
in flames before the police could interfere. 

Hundreds of the men in the crowds which 
filled the streets were armed with short iron 
bars of unfform pattern, proving that the 
mob was not a chance assemblage from the 
slums, but that it,had been carefully organ- 
ized and arthed for the purpose of making a 
demonstration against the government and 
resisting the police authorities, 

It is understood that the mob was organized 
and the riots instigaied by agitators who 
came here from Tokio for the purpose, 


Started by Massmeeting. 
Tuesday right a great masemeeting was 
held at the Empire theater to protest against 


the terms of the peace treaty. While the 


meeting was in progress inflammatory pla- 
cards were posted in the slums, The police 
tore them down as rapidly as they were put

When the massmeéeting adjourned after 
passing resolutions denouncing the terms of 
the treaty the mobs quickly formed. It was 
soon after midnight that the first police box 
was burned. 


Police reserves were hursteaty called tn. 


and stout resistance offered tothe mob. The 
police used drawn swords, while the mob 
was armed with pistols and swordsticks and 
iron bars. The casualtits among the police 
were three severely wounded and thirty- 
seven slightly injured. 

Up to noon Wednesday the police made 119 
arrests. By that time the mob had burned 
eight police stations and the residences of the 
customs officials. 


Mobs Not Anti-Foreign. 

TOKIO, Sept. 14, 11 a. m.—The Mainichi 
this morning, in its leader, resents the state- 
ment of the Kokuhin, a government organ, 
in classing the burning of churches at Tokio 
during the rioting with the actions of the 
Chinese boxers. In its leader the Mainichi 
Says: 

** No trace of an anti-foreign or any such 
sentiment as entertained by the boxers ex- 
ists even in the remotest corner of the em- 
pire. Had the recent rising been even 
tinged with such a feeling, why were the 
foreighers not attacked at the Imperial 
hotel, next door to the minister’s residence, 
which was the object of repeated attack 


during the rioting. There was no attempt 


at violence toward the guests of the hotel, 
who were permitted to quietly observe the 
disturbance in the street. A glight injury 


suffered by an American citizen occurred in 


a street crowded with excited people, and It 
was quite atcidental.” 


‘Premier Pleads for Unity. 

In a-speech before the local governors today 
Premier Katsuka said: 

“The peace negotiations brought about 
through the good offices of President Roose- 
velt have been concluded. During the twenty 
months of hostilities the war was success- 
fully carried out, with a united national sup- 
port. Your earnest and efficient efforts in 
guiding the people of your respective locali- 
ties are fully recognized, Now that peace 
has been restored your further efforts are 
desirable in dealing with post- -bellum meas- 
ures so as to afford full play to the enter- 
prising energy possessed by the nation in so 
rematfkable degree.” 

According to the metropolitan police esti-

Two Slayers Accept Life Term as 
Judge Is Reading Sentence. 


BOTH STUBBORN TO THE LAST 


One Prefers Hanging and the Other 
Protests His Innocence. 


Two Chicago murderers escaped final sen- 
tence to the’ gallows yesterday afternoon by 
a m@xgin of a moment after one of them 
had declared again and again that he pre- 
ferred hanging to life imprisonment. The 
other had persistently averred his innocence, 
refusing to make the plea of guilty that was 
necessary for the omnes of sentence to prison 
for life. 

Two urgent and excited lawyers worked 
with the convicted’ men, and won them to 
confession just as Judge Barnes in the Crim- 
inal court was starting to speak the words 
setting the date of execution. 

John Lorenz and John Nadolski were the 
two stubborn prisoners. They already had 
been convicted by a jury of killing Fritz 
Krueger on the night of March 18, 1905, in 
Abraham Rieger's saloon, 811 North Robey 
street. Rieger had positively identified them. 


Son’s Promise Saves Men. 

Charlies Furthmann and Benjamin Bach- 
rach were the attorneys for Nadolski and 
Loreng. It was a son’s promise to his dying 
father which led. to the dramatic turn of 
events in the case, The late Edmund Furth- 
mann defended the prisoners when they were 
on trial for the murder. That trial ended in 
the two defendants being found guilty by a 
jury and sentenced to death on the gallows. 

When, later, Attorney Furthmann was dy- 
ing, he begged his son, Charles, also a lawy er, 
to take his place and to fight to the last to 
gave his clients from hanging. Charles 
Furthmann promised, and from the day his 
father was buried he did not cease in his ef- 
forts to save the two condemned men. Young 


‘Furthmann securéd the agsistance of several 


other criminal. lawyers, but they all became 
convinced that the only way to rescue the 
accused men was to have them enter pleas 
of guilty and throw themselves on the mercy 
of the court and seek to have the sentence of 
death set azide and one of life imprisonment 
substituted. 
State Consents to Life Terms. 


Attorney Furthmann went before Judge 
Barnes and offered & motion that the de- 
fendante be permitted to accept a sentence 
of life imprisonment. The State’s attorney 
was called before the court and offered no 
objectiom Judge Barnes agreed to the propo- 
sition. 

Furthmenn expected no trouble in inducing 
his cHents to eter pleas of guilty and hur- 
ried to the jail to carry the good news. To 
his surprise they refused. Lorenz firmly de- 
clared he preferred death to serving Mfe im- 

amd Neadoiski insisted he would 
fight to the jast because be wee not guilty of 
the crime. 

Day after day Furtimenn and other law- 
yers whom he interested went to the jatl and 


| pleaded with the prisoners, telling them tt 


was their only hope. They persisted in their 
refusal. 


Confess at Last Minute. 


Yesterday afternoon-the hour for final sen- 
tence approached and the prisoners were 
taken into court. Again they were urged to 
plead guilty, but they refused, and the court 
then mentioned Oct. 18 as the date for the 
double execution. 

While Judge Barnes was giving the formal 


order to his clerk, Lawyers Furthmann and / 


Bachrach grasped the opportunity to appeal 
again to their clients. .The lawyers talked 
in excited whispers. Finally Nadolski sur- 
rendéred just as the court: was about to or- 
der them to stand up to’ hear the formal sen- 
tence of the court. Lorenz also changed his 
plea. 

Then Furthmann secured the attention of 
the court. 

“YT desire, your honor, to offer a viihdons to 
have the sentence of the court vacated and to 
offer a motion for new trial with the under- 
standing that my clients will plead guilty and 
accept a sentence of life imprisonment,’’ he 
said. 

The state’s attorney agreed, and five min- 
utes later both defendants had been ordered 
to prison and not to the gallows, 


ANTHONY J. DREXEL MAY GO 
INTO A VOLUNTARY EXILE. 


Rumor That Member of Philadelphia 
Banking House Will Expatriate Him- 
self, Building Palace on Isle of Wight 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 13.—[{Special,]—So- 
ciety is humming over the report that An- 
thony J. Drexel, son of old Anthony J., who 
founded the famous banking house of Drexel 
& Co., is about to expatriate himself and, fol- 
lowing the example of William Waldorf As- 
tor, settle in England, having nothing fur- 
ther to-do with America except to collect 
his income from this country. 

Drexel has announced that this winter he 
will take up his residence in the isle of Wight. 
He will not say whether his stay there will 
be permanent, but he intimated that he will 
build a great summer palace on the isle and 
take up his residence at other times near Lon- 
don. 

Drexel, who is by birth of the innermost 
circle of Philadelphia and New York society, 
came here directly from Newport, it is said, 
to fix his affairs for hig voluntary exile. He 
will go soon to New York and gail from there 
to England. He refuses to deny the report.

report. ‘‘On the contrary, it is the passion 
of the people for interesting games that 
stimulates the students to play them. 

* When we read of 30,000 or 40,000 persons 
rushing to intercollegiate football games at 
Cambridge, New Haven, Princeton, or New 
York, and most of them persons of respecta- 
bility and intelligence and maturity; when 
we see the best newspapers devote a page 
to the report of a game, and publish the por- 
traits and biographies of the players, may we 
rot teuthfully say that the public is as crazy 
about football as the students, and that the 
passion of the latter is only a part of the 
rational passion which has taken possession 
of the country? 


Public Should Take Part of Blame. 

‘“‘ Let the public which criticises accept its 
just portion of the blame in so far as 
blame is pronounced. One might as reason- 
ably ask young men in college not to share 
in the excitement of a presidential election or 
as reasonably ask college faculties to pre- 
vent them from doing so when every man 
out of college is wild with excitement 
about it. 

“ The colleges are no longer monastic es- 
tablishments, cut off from all relations with 
the outside world and cannot be regulated 
as if they were. 

Correcting “Graft” Evil. 

* T’regret to say that a vicious custom, not 
unknown in the business world, has been 
edging its way into this university and into 
other colleges and universities. It is what is 
popularly known as ‘ graft.” Officers of va- 
rious kinds of student organizations, which 
expend money for some object have been 
tempted to make contracts on terms which 
allow them secretly to collect a commission. 

‘But the university senate has deemed it 
wise to subject the financial action of cer- 
tain student organizations for a time to su- 
pervision asa committee. It is believed that 
when the methods the committee has intro- 
duced into the management of the finances 
of student bodies are once established su- 
pervision can be restored to the students 
themselves.” 

Women Monopolize Art Courses. 

President Angell says that men are drift- 
ing to science and engineering. 

‘‘One cannot be blind to the fact that the 
aggregate number of women, nearly all pur- 
suing the course in arts, is so rapidly increas- 
ing that the question is suggested whether 
the old fashioned Ifberal training is largely 
to be monopolized by them.” 

He says that engineering calls for so large 
a preparation that “there is a decided in- 
clination in the profession to the belief that 
a five years’ course well may be asked.”

“Tf that is a joke it is a mighty bad one,” 
he replied with traces of anger. 

“Some of the aldermen think your ex- 
planation does not explain,” was said, and 
the mayor answered: 

“TI ean’t help that. Itis the only one which 
will be given. I have nothing more to say 
than I have said.” 

“I do not know the exact words I used,” 
said the mayor in his explanation, ‘‘ but it 
came about while I was explaining why so 


| little progress had been made. I wag explain- 


ing that the city government is like a man 
with two arms. One of the arms isreaching 
out for municipal ownership while the other 
is either inactive, paralyzed, or held back by 
the influences back of the traction interests. 

“I said immediately after this statement: 
‘Do not understand: me as criticising the 
transportation committee for delay in set- 
It is an important ques- 
tion, and its importance may occasion delib- 
eration and caution in ther mnds.’ 

“My reference to the traction interests 
was made because there are only two parties 
to the controversy—the people and the trac- 
tion companies. The people want municipal 
ownership and do not want delay. The trac- 
tion companies are the party which is seek- 
ing delay and an extension of franchises. If 
one arm of the government is inactive It is 
not because of the attitude of the people, who 
voted against an extension of the franchises 
by an enormous majority. It must, therefore, 
be the traction companies, who want the ex- 
tension.”’ 


. 
Explanation Only a Repetition. 

“I do not see how that explains much,’”’ 
remarked Ald. Foreman, speaking for the 
majority of the committee. “ It is simply a 
case of saying the same thing over again... 

“It is a sorry spectacie,’’ continued the 
alderman, ‘to see the mayor of Chicago 
casting reflections on members of the.coun- 
cil because they do not agree with his views 
and plans in traction matters. The responsi- 
bility for legislation is on the city council. 
An alderman who does not exercise his hon- 
est judgment is unfit to hold the office for 
which he was elected. 

“I know of no law or rulé of ethics which 
makes it immoral to disagree with ‘the chief 
executive of a city. The people elect alder- 
men for the purposes of legislation and not 
simply to support a plan which appeals to 
them as chimerical, impracticable, and im- 


possible. 

‘“‘A man like Mayor Dunne, who has had a 
long experience on the bench, is supposed to 
have a judicial mind. He is supposed to have 
learned that on any subject there may be 
justifiable and righteous differences of opin- 
ion. He is supposed to have learned that the 
holders of these opinions, no matter if they 
differ from the views of others, have the 
right to express them and act on them with- 
out being subject to such implicatiéns as 
were made by Mayor Dunne last night. 

“The aldermen get their credentials from 
the same,source Mayor Dunne got his—from 
the people.” "His statement last night demon- 
strates he has neither the experience, the in- 
formation, nor the poise for a mayor of a 
great city like Chicago. ; 

‘“* The traction question affects all the peo- 
ple of Chicago, and their convenience and 
comfort must not be sacrificed for the purpose 
of exploiting and. experimenting on some. un- 
tried municipal plan. I, for one, so far as I 
am able, never will permit the transportation 
question to be made the means of the ad- 
vancement of any person’s political ambi- 
tion, whether it be city, state, or national 
honors he seeks.”’ 


Ald. Carey Suggests Webuabs, 

Ald, Carey was disposed to excuse the 
mayor on the ground his remarks had not 
been thought out in advance. 

*“ Allowance should be made,”’ he said, 
“ for the latitude a speaker is apt to indulge 
in on the spur of the moment and under the 
influence of a large crowd.” 

“ A man often says at a banquet things he 
would not say anywhere else where he would 
use his sober judgment,’’ remarked AldsRay- 
mer. ‘*‘ Nevertheless the mayor said at the 
banquet last night things reflecting on the 
local transportation committee which he 
should either support with proof or else con- 
sent to stand before the people of Chicago 
as a maker of charges which are wild and 
absolutely baseless. 

“It is a shame that an alderman cannot 
act on a great public question like the trac- 
tion issue according to his best judgment 
without having his motives impugned. I will 
ask any man if he represented an outlying 
ward whether he would vote fora settlement 
of the traction question which left large 
numbers of people in his ward practically un- 
cared for.”’ 

Members of the comniittee friendly to the 
mayor, like Ald. Zimmer and Dever, said 
they regarded the incident as unfortunate, 
but did not think the mayor really intended 
to attack the honesty of the aldermen op- 
posed to his plan, and Ald. Dever contributed 
a bit of news when he remarked: 

* The position we will take in case the ten- 
tative ordinance is revived js that it be sub- 
mitted to a referendum before it is finally 
passed by the council.”

TERIOUS MAN AND WOMANS. 


Wholesale Robberies Are Believed to 
Have Been Planned by Couple,

it was. built, as they declared that they in- 
tended purchasing a lot in the block. 


Couple Arouses Suspicion. 


Mrs, Wilkinson declares that the couple 
immediately aroused her suspicions, and 
that, though she consented. to show them her 
home, she carefully guarded her valuables. 
The man refused to give his name, she as- 
serts,ebut stated that he had been living re- 
cently in Cincinnati. 

The houses in Woodlawn avenue, between 
Fifty-+sixth and Fifty-eighth streets, are 
owned, for the most part, by professors on 
the faculty of the’ University of Chicago.

Mr. Hughes took up the joint account 
transaction which the New York Life had 
with Goldman & Sachs in Chicago and Alton 
railroad bonds. The New York Life. pur-

show of success, in spite of the fact that 
the Tammany candidate is so clean a man as 
George B. McClellan. 

It almost passes belief, therefore, that the 
republican managers and more particularly 
the people in charge of the Citizens’ union, 


abandon all aggressive opposition to Tam- 
many hall, which is the only real issue, and 
adopted a mitigated sort of municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities concerning which the 
people absolutely refuse fo excite themselves. 

George B. McClellan is not a big man nor 
a strong man, but he is an honest man, in 
spite of his unseemly alliance with the Tam- 
many organization. Hehas notinitiated any 
real reforms, he has not-redeemed many sof 
the promises he made “atk before election, 
and the possession of all the administrative 
functions of the city by Tammany hall is 
ncetorious and undisputed, yet, in’ spite of 
this condition of affairs, the’ fusion move- 
ment has decided to make its campaign, if 
any campaign at all can follow from the 
existing confusion, on purely municipal and 
theoretical issues, on which McClellan never 
has actually declared himself and which 
Tammany hall could accept evén more read- 
ily as a campaign cry than either the reg- 
ular republicans or the conservative wing. 

Disgust with Fusion Idea. 

It is for this reason that a large section 
of the rank and file of the republicans have 
become disgusted with the attempt to finda 


fusion candidate to run ona fusion platform. . 


They believe a straight out, high grade re- 
publican like Gen. Horace Porter, whose per- 
sonal character is such that § his election 
would be a guarantee of an honest adminis- 
tration, would stand a much better chance 
before the people than any candidate put up 
by a self-constituted organization like the 
Municipal Ownership léague, or even by the 
eminently respectable Sut undoubtedly cir- 
cumscribed organization like the Citizens’ 
union. 

This latter society, by the way, has finally 
suggested several compromise candidates, 
including Homer Folks, republican, who was 
commissioner of charities under Mayor Low; 
Franklin H. Giddngs, sociological expert of 
Columbia university; Calvin Tompkins, head 
of the Municipal Art society; Gen. Henry 
Tremaine, and one or two others, each emi- 
nently respectable and acceptable, but evi- 
dently without any of that peculiar strengih 
which is so absolutely necessary to a suc- 
cessful campaign against a well organized 
political machine like Tammany hall. 

Even if Justice Gaynor should be agreed 
upon as a fusion candidate, there is grave 
doubt whether he would accept the honor. 
Mayor McClellan expects to be reélected 
with practically the old ticket. 


Controller Grout Retires. 

Controller Grout issued his customary let- 
ter today, in which he announced he pro- 
posed to retire to private life and did not 
desire a renomination under any circum- 
stances. 

This action, does not by any means mean 
his real retirement. The controller is given, 
like most reformers, to reiterating a state- | 
ment that he does not want a thing and then 
wind up by accepting it. It is believed, in 
spite of his letter today, that in the long run 
Mr. Grout will consent to be a candidate for 
controller again, 

He announced himself today as favorable 
to the reélection of District Attorney Je- 
rome, and on this account hopes that 'Tam- 
many hall may, after all, forget its enmity | 
toward Jerome and allow his namé to remain | 
on the democratic ticket, which would, of 
course, put the finishing touch to the hope 
for a successful fusion movement in the pres- 
ent campaign.

OVER A FRENCHMAN’S LIE. 


President Telegraphs Correspondent of 
Petit Parisien That His “Conduct Is 
“Thoroughly Dishonorable.’’

Oyster Bay, L. L, Sept. 13.—President 
Reosevelt has denounced as a fabrication 
and as wholly without foundation in truth 
the report of an interview with him regard- 
ing the terms of peace between Russia and 
Japan published today in the Petit Parisien 
of Paris and cabled to America and published 
here this morning. 

As soon as the purported interview Was 
called to his attention the president directed 
Secretary Loeb to send to. the correspondent 
of the Petit Parisien, who was received at 
Sagamore Hill, the following telegram: 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 13, 1905.—Gaston Rich- 
ard, Hotel Lafayette, New York City: The pres- 
idént directs me to say to you that the alleged 
interview with him published in this morning’s 
papers is not only an absolute fabrication whotly 
without basis of truth but that your conduct in 
obtaining permission to see him under false pre- 
tenses is thoroughly dishonorable. 

When you came to see the president you informed 
him that you were the grandson of Marshal Aug- 
ereau; that you had been at the battle of Mukden 
with the Russian army and .with the Japanese 
afterwards; that you understood thoroughly that 
you could have no interview of any kind, and that 
you simply wished to pay a visit of respect to 
‘him, 

Under these circumstances the president received 
you and listened to your aceount of your experi- 
ences with the Japanese and Russians, and spoke 
to you also of the deeds of Marshal Augereau and 
of Napoleon's other generals. 

The president had no conversation with you 
about the terms of peace, and your account of your 
alleged interview with him is a fabrication from 
beginning to end without any, foundation In fact;

At. the death of his unclé¢ 
the present kaiser attached him to his own 
household, and since,then his advancement 
has been remarkably rapid. For it is barely 
@ year ago that he was appointed quarter- | 
master general’of the army. Count Schilief- 
fen, who until now has been the chief of the 
general staff, has had his leg so severély in- 
jured by a horse's kick that for some time 
past he has been unable to mount his charger, 
added to which the injury has rendered other 
infirmities so acute that he has tendered his 
resignation. 

The chief of the general staff is, ‘next to’ 
the kaiser, the virtual hea of the immense 
‘German army, and in the huge building-in 
which his offices and those af his picked staff 
—the élite of the corps of officers—are housed 
at Berlin are. the brains, if I may Use the 
expression, and the coritrolling agencies of 
that magnificently working piece of intricate 
fighting machinery.

form of a most impressive lodking old monk. 
The abbey is full of old masters, most of 
which are hung in the picture gallery, which 
is the distinguishing glory of Rufford. It is 
128 feet long, and its eleven: huge windows 
all face west. The magnificent old crypt is 
used as a servants’ hall, «hd afjoining are the 
e¢llars, unaltered since the times of the 
monks, with walls gix feet thie.

ume, will prove to be one ofrthe 
best of the numerous histories now appear- 
ing. Volume L., the Planting of a Nation in 
the New World, has a happy title fully justi- 
fied by the author's relation of the progress 
of the American colonies to the year 1660. 
The Englishmen of that day seem to have 
been blind, not to recognize that over the 
peas a new type of man was developing. 


Transplanted Englishmen. begame Amieri- 
cans. Experiments in self-government were 


preparing the way for independence. The. 


severance came really not in 1776, but when 
“the unplumb’d salt, estranging sea’ rolled 
between the shores where the English tongue 
was spoken. This divergence is made the 
central idea of this volume, not obtrusively 
but consistently and thoroughly. 

There is a vein of quiet humor if the book, 
adapted better to the requirements of a lec- 
ture to be heard than to those of a lesson to 
be studied, but far from unacceptable in a 
work intended for the general reader. Prof. 
Channing's lightest touch is sure and he 
writes with a mastery of his subject which 
earries the confidence of his reader. The es- 
sential notes, maps, and bibliography ‘are 


added, and the completed history Will fio - 


doubt take its proper place among standard 


works. 


“ CHINESE LIFEIN TOWN AND COUN- 
TRY,’’ by Emile Bard (G. P. Putnam's Sons), 
is ‘‘adapted from the French.’ Just what 
this means is not clear and without a refer- 
ence to the original there is no means of 
telling woether the work has een improved 
or injured by the process of “ addptation.” 
The name of Pope Benoist XIII.’’ certainly 
las not been adapted to English usage, and 
the same may be said of many of the other 
proper names. Author, adapter, or printeris 
responsible for several errors in the Italian 
proverb taken as the motto of the work. It 
is a surprise to find about one-fourth of the 
volume given up to an outline of the history 
of China. However out of place In a volume 
which the reader expects to find devoted to 
a study of the Chinese society of today, it 
would be tolerable if agturate. Theaccuracy 
of the history may be judged from the state- 
ment on page 229 “ The Sung dynasty ended 


the century ‘before the Norman conquest of 


England, Dante, Petrarch, and Boccaccio had 
appeared,’ etc. The Sung dynasty, accord- 
ing to page 230, ended in 1276 or 1278. At 
that time Dante was a child, Petrarch and 
Boccaccio unborn, but England had been ci.a- 
quered fér.more than 200 years, 

The body of the work !s devoted to such 
topics as woman, education, money, and 


‘commerce. The chapter on missionaries is 
mainly dévoted to a history of the attempts; 


to convért China to the Roman Catholic 
faith. \few lines are given to Protestant 
missiona._/ The basis for this chapter is the 
work of Abbé Huc, published half a century 
ago.. Almost nothing is said’of present con- 
ditions. 

On the whole, the book is a disappoint- 
ment. It contains some things that are in- 
teresting but not much that Is new, and suf- 
fers from the comparison which its title sug- 
gests with a well known series of entértain- 
ing and valuable books on the. life of the 
people: in different European nations. Even 
the illustrations are not new, but all are 
borrowed from one earlier work, 


The great. event in the polities and com- 
merce of the twentieth century ts likely to be 
the awakening of China. No more timely 
and suggestive work has appedred recently 
than “CHINA IN LAW AND COMMERCSE,”’ 
by T. R. Jernigan (the Macmillan company). 
The looseness of the government of China, 
the apparent “impotence of the central au- 
thority, the seeming helplessness against for- 
eign aggression, all these are in sharp con- 
trast. with the solidarity revealed by a na- 
tional boycott, or with the vigor of life evi- 
denced by the absorption of conquerinh¢ 
races. The solution of this enigma appears 
in the permanence of law and In the power 
of voluntary association.
